G la ss Roof G iv in g L igh t to All Cells, 
W h ich M a y Kill Crim e Germs. 
Chicago is to have a new city Jail 
that will be a model for all jails, ac- | 
cording ■to plans now in the hands of 
Assistant Chief of Police Herman F. 
Schuettler. 
Instead of being in the damp and in- ! 
sanitary basement all the cells, 150 in 
number, will be on the top floor of 
the building. Then instead of the reg­ 
ulation dark roof Chief Schuettler lins 
provided for a heavy glass roof, so 
that every cell will be battled in sun­ 
light, making tile cells cheerful and 
sanitary instead of breeding places for 
disease. 
“Sunshine kills crime germs,” he de­ 
clares. 
The roof of the building instead of 
being a waste space is to be devoted 
to tin exercise room for prisoners. Tile 
roof will be flat, with a sufficiently 
high wall to w arrant safety, and will 
be divided into departments for those 
held on different charges.

In connection w ith the new plan for 
adm inistering Indian affairs the d e­ 
p artm en t of tile interior will ask for 
an appropriation from tile present con­ 
gress w ith which to establish model 
farm s on all of the reservations w here 
agricultural pursuits are practicable. 
I t is planned to place these fa rm s in 
the hands of expert agriculturists nm! 
horticulturists, who will Instruct the 
Indians in all branches of farming. 
T he dep artm en t already 
has taken | 
steps to deprive tile Indian landow ners 
of direct control of tile money derived 
from renting their holdings to the 
w hite settlers by requiring th a t this 
money be held in tru st by the Indian 
commissioner, to be turned over to 
th e Indians for such im provem ents as 
are deemed advisable. 
This order w as 
m ade to suppress the leasing system 
on reservations and to compel the In­ 
dian to cultivate his own land.

Experiments recently made on ani­ 
mals has convinced Dr. James Ewing, 
head pathologist of Cornell Medical 
college and president of the American 
Society For Cancer Beseurch, that sci­ 
ence is on the eve of discovering a 
curt for cancer in tile human body. 
Such a forecast recently made by Dr. 
Ewing is especially cheering in view 
of the recent assertion of Dr. Harvey 
It. Gaylord, chief of the State Cancer 
hospital at Buffalo, who saith 
"The increase of cancer in the state 
of New Y rk is Title short of appall­ 
ing. 
It new takes half as many lives 
as tuberculosis." 
In speaking of the laboratory study 
of can-cr ut the Ct rueil Medical col­ 
lege Dr. Ew ing said: 
"Many tests were made upon C gs. 
with the result that animals which 
had boon suffering with malignant can­ 
cer were im-itively cured. The method 
pursued was to bleed a dog afflicted 
with the disease until it was nearly 
lifeless, (lien connect its veil ; with a 
healthy animal and till til hi with now 
blood. 
Some cf tie* animals treated 
have been watched for over a year 
ofter the operation, but none showed 
any recrudesce!! e of the disease.
